trnorilinnry Skill In Trailing a Fu- 
gitive—Ho Una Inatlnet and a Pair 
of Eycn That Were Unerring:. 
Arklchlta, a typical Indian, was chief 


Bcout at Fort Sisseton. Dakota. In 1882. 
Although he knew English •well, he 
held the old Indian hatred of its use, 
and would ne^ er speak It except under 
extraordinary circumstances. He stood 
about five feet nine inches In height, 
•was slender, but wiry, and was about 
34 years of age. Ordinarily he waa 
slow and sedate in his actions—very 
dignified, but when the necessity arose, 
he could be as quick as a flash, and 
had, like every Indian on the north- 
western plains, a pair of eyes that 
could equal any fleldglass. 


His services—for he had been em- 


ployed as a scout for some years—had 
been very valuable to the government, 
and, in recognjtion of this fact, the offi- 
cer in command had secured authority 
from the war department to promote 
him to thp rank of sergeant; conse- 
quently he went around in a neat uni- 
form with chevrons and stripes, very 
much Impressed with his own impor- 
tance, which he considered second only 
to that of the commanding officer; and 
he took care that every one else also 
should respect his rank and dignity. 


As his native name is the- Sioux for 


"soldier," It is easily seen why he was 
so named; but he had still another 
name, which the Indians had given 
him before his entering military cir- 
cles, and that, translated into English, 
was the "grasswalker," or "trailer," 
from his absolutely marvelous ability 
to find the trail of anything that left 
even the slightest trace on the ground 
as it passed over it 


A desperate soldier named Brice 


broke Jail one night and was pursued 
the following morning. The trail led to 
the west for a trifle over a mile; then it 
turned north for a quarter of a mile 
and we fallowed until we came to a 
tree at the edge of a slough to the 
northwest of the fort, called the "gar- 
den bar slough." Here Arklchita point- 
ed under the tree and said Brlce had 
Iain down there to rest. 


The trail here led into the slough. 
A Dakota "slough" is a shallow lake, 


the water of which is from six Inches 
to three feet deep, with a soft, muddy 
bottom, but not generally miry. The 
center of the slough is usually free 
from grasses or weeds, but along the 
edges, from 20 to CO yards out, long 
tule grass grows. 


This particular slough was a mil 


long and varied from an eighth to 
i 


quarter of a mile in width, and there 
was a foot of water covering as much 
soft mud. During the night the wind 
had rolled the water tip considerably 
It seemed hardly possible to track any 
thing through it, except where the tul 
had been broken down. Where tha 
was the case, even I could follow th 
trail; on reaching open water, however 
tne case was different. 


The eastern »nd of the slough reached 


to a poini near the fort not more than 
150 yards from a brickyard, on which 
was a kiin that had been built during 
the summer. The kiln was now ready 
for firing.

still near the tule. Then an inspiration 
struck me; perhaps by a circle I conM 
find the trail. Happy thought! I put it 
into immediate execution and found 
one.

called, "Come quick; heap trail!" He 
came over, took one look; just the sug- 
gestion of a smile played on his face 
as he said, "Cow." 


I did no more trailing, but under- 


stood what was bothering him. The 
post herd also had waded through here 
since Brice's escape, and it took ail the 
scout's endless patience and wonderf ul 
eyeslybj. to, keep the trajL wtrere * the

• Arkichita started, straight as the 
row flies, for the edge of the slough 
ear the brickkiln.

There Was a 
carcely discernible footprint in the 
mud and water right at the edge of the

>endlng over, slowly advanced to the 
dge of the brickyard. 
After reaching the yard,' Arkichita 


jwalked slowiy around the outer edge 


f it, examining the ground with the 
tmost care, until he came to the point 
rom which he started, when he said, 
Trail come in—no go out; man in 
here," pointing to the kiln. 
And circumstances proved him to be 
ight, though it was 36 hours before 
tie fugitive wns located In the kiln and 
aptured.—Lieutenant W. 0.

change there is >" j the general feeling 
ot the peoPle for the better, and to 
learn aboat the prosperity there is in 
all departments of industry. Agricul- 
ture in the basin generally is in better 
form than it has been for years pre- 
ceding the present. 
The stock in- 


terests are nearly as good as our stock 
farmers could wish. Our mining in- 
dustries have received new life and 
energy is everywhere present in min- 
ing work, which ia necessary to active 
development. 


When we learn that energy is plenti- 


ful it ia an assured fact that confidence 
is also plentiful, as energy is impos- 
sible without confidence, and when 
confidence, which is the motive power 
to energy, takes hold upon the mind, 
there will be results that will benefit 
the State and all there is in it. 


The present is g°°d» but tbe near 


future will be much better, as men and 
capital are getting ready to do devel- 
opment work. Men who have capital 
centinue to make investments, and 
those who have made purchases of 
properties are making their plans for 
future results that will Rive remuner- 
ation to investment. 


The wealth of the State ia ell de- 


partments of nature is enormous. It 
ia so plentiful that it is not within the 
conception of the human mind, as it is 
everywhere present in quantity and 
quality, more especially in oar agri* 
cultural resources. In our agricul- 
tural resources there is not only 
quantity, but there is quality that is 
not equaled outside of the basin on 
the continent. 


Our climate insures health and long 


life, which means energy and confi- 
dence in the vast development made 
by nature in the State, that will give 
remuneration to investment and labor. 
The future of the State belongs to the 
people, and ia in all of its departments 
in their keeping, and if we are worthy 
of the heritage that nature, in her 
wonderful development of 
natural 


wealth, has given us, we will take an 
interest in its development and in tbe 
protection of those who come among 
us with capital to aid in giving to tbe 
wurld some of the abundance in nat- 
ural things that we have in our moun- 
tains and valleys. To furnish protec- 
tion to those who come among us with 
money or with labor, which is always 
money's equivalent, the people must 
govern the State. 


There ia no evidence that the people 


of the State up to the present have 
taken any interest in its development 
bat there are mountains of proof that 
we have not taken any interest in our 
own welfare and, when a people do not 
have the care they should have for 
themselves and their colaotive and 
personal interest?, can it be expected 
that grandeur and beauty will arise 
oat of slotbfulness? 


We may believe that we have been 


doing fairly well, but the reason there 
is for believing that we hava accom- 
plished something for ourselves is that 
we are ignorant of what we could have 
done aud can do under favorable cir- 
cumstances which we could have pro- 
vided and can provide by doing tbe 
work required to make provision. To 
accomplish the end each and all should 
seek, and which we know to be the de- 
eire of each and all to bring to the 
front, is active participation in the 
political affairs of tbe State. 


The people must govern to tbe ex- 


clusion of those who take no interest 
in tbe State, except to hold one of its 
offices or in doing tbe work that will 
entitle the worker to an office. There 
are men in the State whose life busi- 
ness it has been to bold office, or some 
position connected with politics or 
political office, who have not caused or 
have been tbe means of causing an ad- 
ditional blade of grass to grow from 
its soil.
